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An internal Peel Re- 
gional Police review has 
found that since 2010, 
investigators wrongly 
classified one in four al- 
leged cases of sex assault 
as “unfounded.” 

Cases are deemed “un- 
founded” when a police 
investigation doesn’t find 
enough evidence to justi- 
fy laying a charge. 

Some have criticized po- 
lice over the high num- 
ber of sexual assault in- 
vestigations dropped for 
lack of evidence. 

Sharon Floyd, an advo- 
cate for sexual assault 
victims, says the high 
number of cases deemed 
“unfounded” makes 
women feel their com- 
plaints are not taken se- 
riously. 

“The experience that 
women are having is 
that they're not being 


believed by police if their 
cases are going to be de- 
termined as unfounded.” 
Police reviewed more 
than 4,000 sexual as- 
sault cases in which 
around a thousand were 
originally been classified 
as unfounded. 

The report finds that of 
those “unfounded” cases, 
273 should not have been 
filed in that category. 
Chief Jennifer Evans 
launched the review last 
February after media re- 
ports of large number of 
sexual assault cases in 
Canada being classified 
as ‘unfounded’. 

“T want to assure vic- 
tims that we take every 
sexual assault complaint 
seriously. The review re- 
vealed that some cases 
in Peel were incorrect- 
ly categorized. Through 
this process we have 


enhanced our training, 
policies, and procedures 
and have strengthened 
our relationships with 
our community _ part- 
ners,” Evans said. 

Floyd says the justice 
system is failing victims. 
“Women don’t feel the 
system is working for 
them and when they 
do disclose that they're 
experiencing violence, 
there is still no account- 
ability to the perpetrator. 
It’s too high a rate where 
individuals are not held 
accountable.” 

Since the review, Peel po- 
lice say they’re acting on 
recommendations -- in- 
cluding training on case 
classification practices 
and bi-annual audits of 
all unfounded sexual as- 
sault cases. 

Floyd says the classifica- 
tion and administrative 


problems should not take 
away from the bigger 
issues of how sexual as- 
sault victims are treated 
by police and the crown. 

“For me, that doesn’t 
take away from the num- 
ber of women who are 
experiencing sexual vio- 
lence who don’t receive 
the level of support that 
they require, nor the out- 
comes, or the justice they 
require. 
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She says she spoke police 
and is looking forward to 
taking part in audits of 
cases. Floyd also thinks 
attitudes need to change 
as far as treating victims 
is concerned. 

“We as a society are 
looking at women’s ex- 
periencing of sexual vi- 
olence and placing some 
of the blame on women, 
where they're going, who 
they’re associating with,

what theyre wearing 
then absolutely, police 
are part of the that soci- 
ety and so we all have to 
be mindful of the biases 
that we have. 

I think officers need to 
also continue to pay at- 
tention to potential bi- 
ases that creep into their 
judgment and their job,” 
she said.

she said.

four-day trade mission to 
Japan aimed at trumpet- 
ing Mississauga as a major 
cluster for companies in the 
aerospace industry and ad- 
vanced manufacturing.

“There are 330 aerospace 
businesses in Mississauga 
and there are 27,000 em- 
ployees. We are the largest 
aerospace cluster by em- 
ployment across all Canadi- 
an cities,” Crombie said. 
She also conducted meet- 
ings in Tokyo and Nagoya 
with government officials 
and business leaders with 
ties to Mississauga. 

There are 300 Japanese

meeting for London North 
centre and is expected not 
to seek re-election. 

Every looming election 
causes political uncertain- 
ty as MPPs seek to retire, 
make way for new blood or 
focus on their families. The 
prospect of losing their 
jobs after years in govern- 
ment if the party is unpop- 
ular could also weigh in to 
those calculations. 


That was the case in the 
2015 federal election when 
one in five MPs in the Com- 
mons did not seek re-elec- 
tion and three top Harper 


cabinet ministers - James 
Moore, Peter Mackay and 
John Baird - also quit the 
unpopular government. 

In Ontario, months of dis- 
mal poll results for Premier 
Kathleen Wynne’s Liberals 
suggest her government is 
running third after the PCs 
and NDP heading into next 
year’s vote. 

A recent poll by Forum 
Research found three 
quarters of Ontarians dis- 
approve of Premier Kath- 
leen Wynne’s job perfor- 
mance. 

Sousa says this coming 
election is about serving 
his constituents in the rid- 
ing of Mississauga South 
as best he can. 

“Tm working hard for the 
people in my community. 
They matter to me,” he 
said. 

If polls prove correct and 
his party goes down to de- 
feat next year, Sousa could 
be in line for a leadership 
run once Kathleen Wynne 
resigns or is pushed out as 
expected. 


Despite terrible poll num- 
bers, Sousa remains out- 
wardly optimistic of a Lib- 
eral win. 

“Our job is not yet done so 
we'll keep at it,” he said. 
Monday’s funding an- 
nouncement could be part 
of a series of economic ini- 
tiatives aimed at revitaliz- 
ing Liberal hopes for 2018 
but with their disapproval 
numbers as low as they are, 
a party resurgence appears 
unlikely barring a major 
blunder by the PCs under 
leader Patrick Brown. 


Critics of Sousa’s govern- 
ment point to Ontario’s 
ballooning debt now sit- 
ting at around $312 bil- 
lion, up 125 per cent since 
the Liberals took office in 
2003. 

Sousa was first elected in 
2007 and has held posi- 
tions as Minister of Citi- 
zenship and Immigration, 
Minister Responsible for 
the 2015 Pan & ParaPan 
American Games, Minis- 
ter of Labour and Chair of 
Treasury Board and Man- 
agement Board of Cabinet.

nies, more than any other 
city in Canada. 

Japan is the third largest 
contributor to the foreign 
direct investment in Mis- 
sissauga (after the U.S. and 
Germany). You can see the 
sectors that are represent- 
ed, largely ICT, automotive, 
life sciences, aerospace, lo- 
gistics, and food and bever- 
age,” she said. 

Mississauga’s aerospace 
cluster is close to Pearson 
International Airport and 
is home to many of the 
world’s leading companies 


including four of the 25 
global aerospace compa- 
nies. 

The list includes Cyclone 
Canada and Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries, which at- 
tended the aerospace gath- 
ering. 

“Mississauga has worked 
with a number of Japanese 
aerospace companies to 
help them establish opera- 
tions in our city.” 

She went on to list the sub 
sector industries including 
78 airlines, 34 aerospace 
manufacturing firms, 96 
airport services and 123 
services to aerospace man- 
ufacturers. 

She also spoke about 
the city’s low cost of do- 
ing business, its educated 
workforce, access to uni- 
versities and colleges and 
its diversity of cultures and 
languages. 


“We're also a_ knowl- 
edge rich talent pool. We 
have highly skilled, highly 
trained labour force: 19 per 
cent of Mississauga’s work- 
force specializes in STEM, 
science, technology, engi- 
neering and mathematics,” 
she said. 

“As I mentioned, we have 
a highly trained, highly 
skilled workforce where 66 
per cent of our population 
have post secondary de- 
grees, certificates or diplo- 
mas.” 

Crombie says she’s com-

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NDP rebuild job one for newly minted Jagmeet Singh

he strong first-ballot 
victory by Bramp- 


ton’s Jagmeet Singh 
to win the federal NDP 


leadership raises hopes 
from party members that 
he will soon be butting 
political heads with Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau. 


New Democrats voted for 
him because they see the 
urbane, smooth talking, 
charismatic 38-year-old 
Sikh as the right man to 
take on the 45-year old 
Trudeau and fend off the 
Conserva 


tives own 38-year-old 
leader Andrew Scheer. But 
progressives and_ other 
left-leaning voters should 
just hold their horses. 


Singh has a lot more to 
do over the next two years 
than just focus on the 
prime minister. He must 
rebuild the NDP, develop 
new policies and fundraise 
like mad to ease the party’s 
$5 million debt before he 
can think about taking on 


the PM. 


Singh has already said he’s 
in no hurry to win a seat 
in the House of Commons, 
likely in the Bramalea-Go- 
re-Malton riding. That 
means he will lead the par- 
ty outside Parliament for at 
least two years, something 
many party chiefs— includ- 
ing former NDP leader Jack 
Layton—did in the past. 


Layton was crowned NDP 
leader in 2003, but did not 
run for a seat in the House 
of Commons until the fed- 
eral election nearly 18 
months later. And he really 
didn’t break through po- 
litically until the 2011 vote 
that saw the NDP win 103 
seats and supplant the Lib- 
erals as official opposition. 


Trudeau spent more than 
two years after his 2013 
victory, ignoring his job 
on the opposition benches 
to travel across the coun- 
try talking to the party’s 
grassroots, fundraising and 
building the Liberal brand 
that produced his smash- 
ing victory in 2015. 

This shows that chang- 
ing political trends takes

time— and a lot of hard 
work. But Singh has shown 
an ability to attract talented 
people around him, expand 
party membership to visi- 
ble minorities and attract 
political donations to his 
cause. 


However, the NDP won't 
succeed unless it also 
comes up with attractive 
social and tax policies to 
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help everyday working peo- 
ple and lure centrist voters 
worried about the economy 
from the Liberals. 


In 2015, former leader 
Tom Mulcair proposed a 
multibillion-dollar nation- 
al daycare plan, but that 
went nowhere with voters. 
Expect the party to res- 
urrect that idea for 2019 
and perhaps go one step 


further in supporting a na- 
tion-wide plan to provide 
free prescription drugs. 
Who knows how much that 
would cost. 


During his successful lead- 
ership campaign, Singh 
also proposed revamping 
seniors pension programs 
to help poorer seniors by 
cutting some benefits to 
richer retirees. He also fo- 
cused on income inequality 
in the workplace, effective 
climate change policies 
and pressed for electoral 
reform that would end our 
first-past-the-post system. 


Looking ahead, the main 
wild card for Singh is his 
ethnicity. Are Canadians 
prepared to vote for a Sikh 
with a turban, luxurious 
beard, and ceremonial dag- 
ger as their next PM? 


New Democrats did, mak- 
ing him the first non-white 
leader of a federal political 
party in Canadian history. 


There’s no doubt Singh 
will do well in the heavily 
diverse ridings around the 
GTA, metro Vancouver and 
other big cities. Many of 
the country’s nearly half a 


million Sikhs could see him 
as a favourite son and give 
their support to the NDP. 
I believe the Brampton 
politician will also make 
inroads with millennials 
and other young voters at- 
tracted to his social justice 
policies. 


These people are tradi- 
tional NDP supporters, 
but abandoned the party to 
help elect the left-leaning 
Trudeau two years ago. 


Quebec, however, is a big- 
ger hurdle, given the prov- 
ince’s attempts to clamp 
down on religious symbols 
in recent years. 


Singh, who speaks French 
well, dismisses any talk of 
potential hurdles in Que- 
bec because he’s a Sikh. He 
says his social democrat- 
ic values align with those 
in Quebec and that gives 
him the chance to build on 
Layton’s landslide win of 
59 seats in the province in 
2011.

Peel MPP Jagmeet Singh wins federal NDP leadership 


Brampton MPP Jagmeet 
Singh, who signed up 
tens of thousands of Sikh 
supporters and others in 
Peel Region, the GTA and 
Vancouver, won the fed- 
eral NDP leadership on 
the first ballot Sunday. 


The 38-year-old MPP 
from the Brampton-Go- 
re-Malton riding at 
Queen’s Park won an im- 
pressive victory on the 
first ballot, becoming the 
first non-white politician 
to lead a major political 
party in Canada. 


Singh took 35,266 
votes— 53.8 per cent of 
the total, ahead of rival 
MPs Charlie Angus, at 
19.4 per cent, Nikki Ash- 
ton at 17.4 per cent and 
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Guy Caron with 9.4 per 
cent. 


“New Democrat voters 
were looking for their ver- 
sion of Justin Trudeau,” 
noted Richard Mahoney, 
a Liberal and former Paul 
Martin campaign strate- 
gist. 

“But he’s got a lot of 
work to do.” 


Singh is a stylish, photo- 
genic ormer lawyer whose 
parents immigrated to 
Canada from the Punjab 
area of northern India. 


His win Sunday makes 
him only the third federal 
NDP leader to win on the 
first ballot— joining Tom- 
my Douglas in 1961 and 
Jack Layton in 2003. 


Observers of the NDP 
campaign noted _ that 
Singh made great inroads 
in ethnically diverse ur- 
ban areas of the country— 
Mississauga, Brampton, 
the GTA, and Vancou- 
ver— signing up 47,000 
new members to the par- 
ty, many from the large 
Sikh communities in Peel, 
Calgary and Vancouver. 


“This is a huge moment 
for people of colour in 
Canada,” said Robin Ma- 
cLachlan, an NDP strate- 
gist. “This victory means 
a lot to them.” 


New Democrats expect 
Singh to give PM Justin 
Trudeau a stiff fight in 
the battle for votes in the 
2019 federal election in 
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cities across Canada. 


In Peel Region, which 
has never voted for the 
NDP federally, that could 
translate into an oppor- 
tunity for the Conserva- 
tives. 


The Tories won many 
Peel seats in the 2011 
election but were wiped 
out by the Liberals in 
2015, as the NDP vote 
collapsed and moved to 
the Liberals. 


Ironically, Singh ran for 
the NDP in the 2011 fed- 
eral election and narrowly 
lost to the Tory candidate 
Bal Gosal before he won a 
provincial seat later that 
year. 


In a short speech after 
his victory, Singh said he 


wants to embrace “the 
politics of love to fight the 
growing politics of divi- 
sion” across Canada. 
However, he faces key 
challenges, from an an- 
ti-immigrant backlash in 
Quebec to a more than $5 
million debt in the federal 
NDP that could limit their 
spending for the next 
election campaign. 


Singh expects to contest 
the Brampton East riding 
in 2019, but until then he 
will have to lead the NDP 
outside the Commons un- 
less he decides to run ina 
future by-election. 


In his speech, he said 
he will focus on income 
inequality, pay equity for 
women, climate change 


and promote electoral re- 
form that was promised 
in 2015 by Trudeau but 
dropped last year. 


On the issue of precari- 
ous employment, he said 
many Canadians, espe- 
cially in immigrant com- 
munities, “feel the weight 
of living paycheque to 
paycheque, knowing the 
consequences of falling 
short, letting your family 
down and losing the ba- 
sics like shelter, food and 
education.” 


“That’s why it’s unac- 
ceptable our government 
tells people just to get 
used to unstable work,” 
he complained. 


“Job insecurity is unac- 
ceptable.” 
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No tax hike to pay for ° Brampton U" 


Brampton taxpayers wont 
have to dig deeper into their 
pockets to help pay for the 
$150 million investment 
the city is putting into its 
planned new university and 
resource centre, says Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey. 


She says the money can 
come from the $262 million 
legacy funds set up by the 
city 15 years ago after it sold 
its local utility to Hydro One, 
the big Crown power distri- 
bution company. 


“No tax levy,’ Jeffrey said in 
a town hall appearance this 
week on Brampton Focus, a 
local public policy show. 


“As far as I’m concerned, 
the university is a legacy and 
you've already paid for it.” 


That's good news for local 
residents, many of whom 
were worried they would be 
saddled with higher property 
taxes or a special tax levy to 
help fund the university. 


Theyve already been pay- 
ing higher property taxes for 
years to help pay for the $60 
million Brampton gave Peel 
Memorial in 2010 to help re- 
build the hospital. 


Taxpayers and _ businesses 
in Brampton and Mississau- 
ga already face a plethora of 
infrastructure levies, devel- 
opment charges, waste water 
project fees and other hits on 
their annual tax bills. 


Earlier this month, Bramp- 
ton council unanimously ap- 
proved a plan to spend $150 
million for the new univer- 
sity and innovation centre 
to be located in downtown 
Brampton. 


At the time, Jeffrey called the 

Ryerson-Sheridan project “a 
turning point” for the city, a 
development that would help 
rejuvenate the downtown 
core and attract new invest- 
ment. 


If totally financed by the

property tax, the $150 mil- 
lion price tag would have 
amounted to about $862 for 
each of the 174,000 or so 
private households in the 
city, and would have angered 
homeowners already critical 
of local politicians for poor 
financial decisions made by 
previous councils. 


One of those councils -- led 
by former long-time mayor 
Susan Fennell -- decided in 
2010 to spend $60 million to 
help rebuild Peel Memorial. 


That decision led the city to 
impose a special tax levy on 
homeowners. Since 2013, 
Brampton taxpayers have 
paid an extra 1.4 per cent on

_ their annual property taxes 


to help foot the bill. 


Jeffrey noted that levy linked 

to the Peel Memorial rebuild 
ends next year. “I think we're 
trying to get the Peel Memo- 
rial piece off the tax base,” she 
told the town hall meeting. 


In 2002, Brampton set up 
three reserve funds after 
the $260 million sale of its 
Brampton Hydro utility to 
then provincially owned Hy- 
dro One. 


The Legacy Fund contained 
$100 million, the communi- 
ty investment fund has $100 
million and the community 
dividend fund had $30 mil- 
lion. 


Brampton actively invests 
the money and income from 
those investments helps pay 
for city operations. 


It also borrows from the 
funds for various projects 
and the loans are repaid from 


the city’s operating budget. 


The $30-million community 
dividend fund was shut down 
in 2009 but Brampton used 
the money for local projects, 
such as expansions at Sheri- 
dan College, the Rose The- 
atre and POA Courthouse. 


Jeffrey said as the city plans 
its 2018 budget this fall, “Pm 
not going to give people any 
false hopes” that taxes and 
costs wont rise. “It’s going to 
be tough.” 


“We have a lot of things 
we're excited about investing 
in,” she said. “People always 
like the new shiny things, 
but we've got to take care of 
business and make sure our 
capital assets and _ facilities 
are taken care of. We've got 
to make sure we manage the 
growth.” 


“I don't know anyone out 
there that want to lower their 
taxes and lower their ser- 
vices.” 
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Nikki Clarke to run as NDP 
candidate in Mississauga-Malton 
in next provincial election 


Former college profes- 
sor and TV _ producer 
Nikki Clarke was nomi- 
nated as the NDP candi- 
date for the new Missis- 
sauga-Malton riding for 
next June’s provincial 
election. 

Clarke’s candidacy was 
uncontested at a meet- 
ing Wednesday night at 
the Malton Community 
Centre. 


She will run in the June 
7 election in a newly re- 
distributed riding that 
formerly belonged to 
Jagmeet Singh, the pro- 
vincial MPP who is run- 
ning for the federal NDP 
leadership. 


There will be 122 seats 
up for grabs in the next

election, up from 107 
in 2014, so many new 
ridings were added and 
others redrawn. 

The Brampton-Go- 
re-Malton riding that 
Singh has represented 
at Queen’s Park since 


2011 was modified and 
renamed Mississau- 
ga-Malton. 

The old riding will keep 
its name until the next 
election, then disappear. 
Clarke has long worked 
as a community worker 
and is also an author and 
motivational speaker. 

A former head of the 
Association of Early 
Childhood Educators in 
Peel, the Jamaica-born 
woman is also president 
of the Ontario Black His- 
tory Society.

As Prime Minister Jus- 
tin Trudeau tries to build 
national political sup- 
port for his “tax fairness” 
agenda, he’s coming 
under more pressure to 
back down now that U.S. 
President Donald Trump 
has unveiled his own 
plan to cut corporate tax- 
es nearly in half. 


Trudeau meets the pre- 

miers next week and 
many provincial leaders 
oppose the federal Liber- 
als’ plan to change rules 
around small business 
taxes. 


The effort is a key Liber- 
al priority meant to make 
the tax system fairer for 
the middle class— and 
raise another $5 billion 
to $7 billion annually. 


But the plan has been 
derided by critics as just 
another tax grab by the

Delaying the rollout of On- 
tario’s planned $15 an hour 
minimum wage hike could 
save thousands of jobs, ac- 
cording to two new studies. 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade, the Ontario Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the 
Keep Ontario Working 
Coalition released a pair 
of reports warning of the 
negative impact of Bill 148, 
the Fair Workplaces, Better 
Jobs Act. 

One study found the ben- 
efits of the changes, includ- 
ing an $11 billion boost in 
wage stimulus flowing into 
the economy over the next 
two years, do not offset the 
damage to business. 

“It does not cover the 
$23 billion cost challenge 
for business in the first 
two years — a substantial 
amount that poses great risk 
to our economy and cannot 
be resolved through offsets 
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hyper-spending Liberals. 
The Mississauga Board 
of Trade has led local 
lobbying efforts to force 
Ottawa to scrap the idea, 
which board president 
and CEO David Wojcik 


calls “dangerous pro- 
posed legislation.” 
The board has launched 


a full lobbying campaign 
for its 1,500 members, 
including town halls and 
round tables, to fight 
Trudeau’s tax ideas. 


Trudeau’s planned tax 
changes are a key issue 
for Mississauga, since 97 
per cent of the 86,000 
companies in the city are 
mom and pop shops and 
other small operators 
who could be affected by 
the new tax rules. 


On the other hand, the 
city could also be affect- 
ed by the new Trump 


alone,” said Karl Baldauf, 
vice-president of policy and 
government relations at the 
chamber. 

The Wynne government 
has tried to offset the im- 
pact of higher labour costs 
by cutting worker safety 
payroll costs and is prom- 
ising other financial help in 
the future to farmers and 
small business. 

The Workplace Safety and 
Insurance Board reduced 
premium rates by three 
per cent for 2018, giving 
300,000 Ontario business- 
es a financial break. Last 
year, the board cut rates 6.2 
per cent. 

Critics of Bill 148 say such 
measures are “too little, too 
late“. 

The Canadian Centre 
for Economic Analysis - a 
pro-business group - says if 
the government “were to do 
nothing other than imple- 
ment the minimum wage 
increase over five years 
instead of in the next 15 


tax policies since it is the 
headquarters of up to 50 
Canadian subsidiaries of 
Fortune 500 American 
companies. 


On the Trudeau tax 
plan, the federal Conser- 
vatives, some provincial 
premiers and _ business 
groups like the national 
chamber of commerce 
and CFIB have rejected 
the idea as a tax hike on 
entrepreneurs that could 
badly damage the econ- 
omy. 

On Thursday, another 
pro-business group add- 
ed its voice to the nation- 
al debate, saying that the 
looming Trump corpo- 
rate tax cuts should per- 
suade Finance Minister 
Bill Morneau that he is 
better off to lower Cana- 
dian corporate taxes just 
to remain competitive. 


In a Viewpoint column, 

the Montreal Econom- 
ic Institute says Otta- 
wa could lower federal 
corporate taxes from 
the current 15 per cent 
to 10.5 per cent to help 
counter the proposed 
U.S. tax changes and re- 
main competitive. 


Trump is looking to low- 
er the federal corporate 
tax rate in the United 
States from 35 per to 20 
per cent. 


If the plan is passed by 

Congress, Canada’s tax 
competitiveness would 
be substantially reduced, 
affecting corporate in- 
vestment decisions and 
perhaps convincing some 
U.S.-owned companies 
in Canada to move back 
home to help their bot- 
tom line. 


Overall, the highest 


combined (federal and 
provincial) marginal cor- 
porate tax rate in Canada 
is currently 31 per cent. 


“If Trump goes ahead 
with this reform, and 
Ottawa sits on its hands, 
there will be serious con- 
sequences for Canada’s 
corporations, and espe- 
cially for its workers, who 
would suffer a large part 
of the negative effects 
since investment and 
the demand for labour in 
Canada would decrease,” 
argued Mathieu Bédard, 
an MEI economist and 
author of the Viewpoint. 


Bédard argued that to 
protect workers, Ottawa 
could abolish its top in- 
come tax rate of 15 per 
cent and maintain only 
the lower rate of 10.5 
per cent, which now ap- 
plies exclusively to small 
firms.

The Wynne government’s 
plan calls for raising the 
minimum wage to $14 
starting Jan. 1 and to $15 in 


2019. 

After resisting NDP calls 
to raise the minimum wage, 
the Wynne government 
now argues it’s necessary 
“to create more opportunity 
and security for workers.” 


Bill 148 also ensures “part- 
time workers are paid the

This would bring Cana- 
dian policy more in line 
with the proposed reform 
in the United States, and 
would help preserve Can- 
ada’s tax competitive- 
ness. 


“Ottawa has an interest 
in taking the lead and 
adopting such a mea- 
sure, regardless of what 
happens with American 
tax reform,” he said. “The 
introduction of a pro- 
portional corporate tax 
would promote business 
growth, whereas the ex- 
istence of multiple (i.e., 
progressive) rates of tax- 
ation tends to discourage 
it.”

Employer sentenced to jail after worker injured 


Ji Nan Li, carrying on 
business as Yi Yi Con- 
struction, was sentenced 
to 30 days in jail after a 
worker was seriously in- 
jured by a fall. 

On Dec. 3, 2015, a work- 
er employed by Ji Nan Li 
was working on the roof 
of a construction project 
located at 7 Burlwood 
Road in Brampton. 

The worker was wear- 
ing a harness attached 
to lanyard, which was 
connected to a lifeline. 
In order to move to a 
different area of the roof, 


the worker detached the 
lanyard from the life- 
line and moved toward 
a different lifeline at the 
peak of the roof. 

The worker slipped be- 
fore reaching the new 
lifeline and fell nine 
metres (29.5 feet) to the 
ground, suffering seri- 
ous injuries. 

A Ministry of Labour 
investigation deter- 
mined that the worker 
was not attached to the 
travel restraint system 
at all times as required 
by regulation. This was 


in violation of section 25 
(1)(c) of the Occupation- 
al Health and Safety Act. 
This was Ji Nan Li’s 
second offence under 
the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act. 

On Feb. 10, 2013, a 
worker employed by Ji 
Nan Li fell eight metres 
( 26 feet) from a roof 
and suffered fatal inju- 
ries. Ji Nan Li was fined 
$15,000 for this offence 
on Oct. 10, 2014. 

Ji Nan Li pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to 30 
days jail.

According to the Missis- 
sauga-based Canadian 
Anaphylaxis Initiative, 
“9.5 million or 7.5 per cent 
of Canadians report hav- 
ing at least one food aller- 
gy: approximately 105,000 
Peel residents. Most of 
those affected are under 
35 years of age, with the 
majority being 25 years 
old and younger,” said 
Debbie Bruce, director of 
the Canadian Anaphylaxis 
Initiative. 
Furthermore, 85 per cent 
of reactions happen away 
from home. 
“If you watch kids who 
are allergic, in their every- 
day life, they’re always on 
guard,” explained Bruce, 
an advocate for the aware- 
ness of life-threatening 
allergies for the last 30 
years. “They always have 
to be mindful of their im- 
mediate surroundings.” 
Bruce says that 1 in 13 
Canadians are affected by 
a food allergy. “There is 
no cure or treatment for

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Hiring people with disabilities makes strong business sense

There is a strong busi- 
ness case for hiring peo- 
ple with disabilities, said 
Louie Di Palma, Director 
of Small and Medium 
Enterprises for the On- 
tario Chamber of Com- 
merce, who spoke at a re- 
cent Mississauga Board 
of Trade meeting. 


“It’s an untapped talent 
pool,” said Di Palma. 


Di Palma said 15 per 
cent of Ontarians have 
a disability. There are 
50,000 college and uni- 
versity students who 
identify themselves as 
disabled. 


Hiring that skilled tal- 
ent “is not just the nice 
thing to do, the right 
thing to do, it’s a busi- 
ness imperative,” said 
Di Palma. He added re- 
search shows businesses 
that embrace accessibil- 
ity have a higher growth 
rates than companies 
that haven’t. 


For businesses looking 
to hire someone with a 
disability, a road map 
is available on the new 
website DiscoverAbility. 
Network, which also has 
a confidential service 
matching employees and 
employers. 


“The goal is to create en- 
vironments in our work- 
place that allow everyone 
to thrive and maximize 
their potential,” said Di 
Palma. “ 


Why should we care? 


Ontario is facing an up- 
coming labour shortage, 
and people with disabil- 
ities have three times 
the unemployment rate 
of those without disabil- 
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ities. An aging work- 
force means accessibility 
needs of employees are 
also increasing. 


Studies show millenni- 
als, that coveted bunch 
of young, bright talent, 
are attracted to compa- 
nies that offer inclusivi- 
ty. 

Some disabilities are 
more visible than others. 


For example vision loss, 
hearing loss, diabetes, 
learning disabilities, 
mental health disabili- 
ties, speech impairment, 
and brain are all disabil- 
ities. 

Employers may over- 
estimate the cost of ac- 
commodating disabled 
workers, which is usu- 
ally less than $500 and 
sometimes free. For ex- 


ample, an employee may 
require flexible work 
schedules, like others 
in the company, or a re- 
structured workstation. 
Barriers can be removed 
by a change in attitude. 


One myth is that em- 
ployees with a disabil- 
ity do not have to meet 
the same standards as a 
non-disabled person do- 
ing the same job — they 
do. 

Di Palma quotes a study 
of 2,000 companies in 
the United States show- 
ing people with disabili- 
ties make good employ- 
ees. 


The study showed: 90 
percent improved re- 
tention, 71 per cent in- 
creased productivity, 
53 per cent improved 


attendance, 42 per cent 
increased diversity and 
39 per cent savings from 
workers’ compensation 
or insurance. 


As Ontario marches to- 
wards “an accessible On- 
tario by 2025” business- 
es must meet standards 
in the Accessibility for 
Ontarians with Disabili- 
ties Act (AODA). 


“We want to make sure 
Mississauga businesses 
are aware of what their 
legal obligations are un- 
der the Act,” said Brad 
Butt, Director of Gov- 
ernment Relations at 
the Mississauga Board of 
Trade, which hosted the 
event. 


The Accessibility for 


Ontarians with Disabil- 
ities Act (AODA) has 


rules that apply to all 
incorporated _business- 
es. Emergency plans, for 
example, must be acces- 
sible. 


Businesses with 20 plus 
employees _ (including 
seasonal and contract) 
must file a report with 
the Ontario Government 
by the end of 2017. 


Additional rules, such 
as website accessibility 
are in effect if a business 
has 50 or more employ- 
ees. Complete informa- 
tion is on the aoda.ca 
website. 


Companies are not only 
realizing that disabled 
people make good em- 
ployees, they are an un- 
derserved market. 


Daniels Corp., a Toron- 
to-based condo builder 


which is a major player 
in Mississauga’s hous- 
ing real estate sector, 
revealed a new program 
to design buildings that 
can be used by people in 
wheelchairs, walkers or 
who have other mobility 
challenges. 


The developer said such 
engineering -- called its 
Accessibility. Designed 
plan -- is already includ- 
ed in its current projects 
across the GTA, includ- 
ing those in Peel. 


Daniels is a_ private 
company with a major 
presence in Mississauga 
with several condo tow- 
ers and townhouse de- 
velopments in the City 
Centre area and the Erin 
Mills community along 
Eglinton Ave’ 
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Last week, Derrydale An- 
imal Hospital and Invisi- 
ble Fence Brand present- 
ed Brampton Fire and 
Emergency Services with 
a special gift that will help 
the smallest victims of 
fires. 

A set of five new oxy- 
gen kits to help animals 
who have inhaled smoke 
during a fire were gifted 
on Wednesday by Dr. Tim 
Zaharchuk (of Derrydale) 
and Jeff Moynihan (of In- 
visible Brand).

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Sawmill Sid’s: a treasure chest for those looking for unique wood pieces

It may be National For- 
est Week in Canada, but 
every day is Forest Day 
for Sawmill Sid. 


The fate of many city 
trees is sad and wasteful. 


When they come down 
in a storm, or reach the 
end of their lifespan, 
municipalities pay com- 
panies to chip and shred 
them or cart them off 
to rot in wood dumps 
where they eventually 
end up in landfill. 


But now at least some 
grand old urban trees 
will live on. 


A program by the To- 
ronto and Region Con- 
servation Authority has 
partnered with Sawmill 
Sid Inc. to mill the trees, 
and sell the wood to the 
public. 


Wood rescued from his- 

toric buildings like the 
Gooderham and Worts 
Distillery, painted num- 
bers from the whiskey 
barrel rack still visible, is 
also available. 


This wood, some of it 
centuries old, can then 
be re-purposed into one- 
of-a-kind live edge ta- 
bles, floors, stair treads, 
serving trays, mantles, 
beams, chandeliers and 
more. 


Sawmill Sid is located 
on Lakeshore Road in 
Mississauga, just west of 
Dixie. 

“Tt makes me cringe 
when I see a good tree 
going through a wood 
chipper,” said Sidney 
Gendron, who runs Saw- 
mill Sid Inc. with his wife 
Sheila Storey. 


“That’s not the highest 
and best use of any tree... 
I’m hoping that mentali- 
ty is going to change.” 


Instead he sees a more 

virtuous circle: a trunk 
turning into eight spec- 
tacular tables, workers 
paid for their craftsman- 
ship, who in turn pay 
their bills and support 
the local economy. 


Since opening a year 
and a half ago, Gendron 
figures they have divert- 
ed 6,800 cubic metres 
of wood from the land- 
fill and trapped 6,800 
tonnes of carbon. 


“T want to take the mod- 
el of what we are doing 
and replicate it across 
America,” says Storey. 


For those who love 
wood, it’s a slice of heav- 
en picking through piec- 
es and imagining possi- 
bilities. 

Don’t be put off by the 
dusty road in: Sawmill 
Sid’s is a treasure chest. 


Woodworker Bob Tier 
is a regular customer. 
He makes charcuterie 
serving trays he sells at 
Toronto’s St. Lawrence 
Market. 


Today, he’s here to get 
a custom order. A client 
wants wooden plates for 
her steaks. “Sid’s a great 
resource,” said Tier, 
“and he’s just around the 
corner.” 


Corporations visit for 
team building — partic- 
ipants pick the wood, 
take turns milling it, and 
end up with a showpiece 
boardroom table they 
can use or donate. 


“Milling a tree is always 

surprising”, says Gen- 
dron, with unexpected 
shades like orange or 
pink, a graceful twist, 
or weird and wonderful 
burls adding beauty. 


Gendron sees lots of 
condo dwellers looking 
for wood to bring a bit of 
nature to a stark modern 


space. 


If you don’t want to fin- 

ish the wood yourself, 
Sawmill Sid’s has a list 
of local woodworkers to 
help make your idea a 
reality. 


“We're lucky because 
the Greater Toronto Area 
is one of the best sources 
of wood in Ontario,” said 
Gendron. It turns out the 
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GTA is a perfect mix of 
old, established commu- 
nities and large areas of 
park land where trees 
have been nurtured. 


Talking to Gendron and 
Storey you get the feel- 
ing re-purposing trees 
is more than just a busi- 
ness. 


It’s a passion, and a way 
to make the world a bet-

ter place. 


For example, the com- 
pany donates wood to 
build Buddy Benches, an 
anti-bullying project, to 
Habitat for Humanity’s 
houses, and is involved 
in a new project building 
canoes and snowshoes 
from Alectra’s old cedar 
telephone poles.
